London, Marcli 8.---Late this afternoon it is learned 


that President Kruger has appealed to Lord Salisbury for 


a cessation of hostilities, offering at length, by cable, terms 


he was willing to accept. Theso terms include practically 
nothing more than Transvaal government oflered prior to 


the British ultimatum. 


Officials hero regard tho propositions as merely a ruse 


of the Boers to gsin time. It is understood that President 
Erugers advances will be met with an emphatic rejection 


at the hands of Lord Salisbury, who said that no attempt 


to retain the independence of the Transvaal will be con- 
sidered for one moment by the British government.

The principal speaknrs 
were Mr. Foraker (O.), in charge o£ 
the measurs. and Mr. Pettus (Deiu., 
Ala.). Mr. f'ettus delivered a carefully 
prepared speech in opposition to thu 
jieading biU. He argued that It was 
unconstitutional and in violation of 
the principles of this government as 
laid down by tne fathers of the coun- 
try. Mr. Foraker explained the meas- 
ure in detail and gave the 
reasons 


why the committee had determined 
upon the levying 
of a tariff 
upon 


Porto Riean products. In his opinion 
it v/as impossible for a. direct tax, to 
be levied upon the people of the island 
to support a local government, be- 
cause of their present destitute con- 
dition. 


The committee, he said, had con- 


ceived the idea of placing 
a small 


tariff on Porto Rlcan products in or- 
der to raise a sum sufficient, with the 
sum otherwise raised, to give the peo- 
ple of the island not only a good gov- 
ernment but also to 
build 
school 


houses and to make necessary public 
improvements. Then, too, it was neces- 
sary that the question of the exten- 
sion of the constitution over our in- 
sular possessions should be determined 
by the supreme court, and by the very 
provisions of the hill it -would be in- 
evitable that the supreme court should 
pass upon that question. Porto Rico 
and the Philippines, he said, were on 
the same basis, so that the court's de- 
cision -would determine our right to 
levy a tariff on products of the eastern 
archipelago.

NEW FACTS ABOUT BOERS. 


More Intcrf»tluKT Information About 


Oom PauTN People. 


Many descriptions of tho Boers pur- 


port to apply to the whole people, while 
the fact is thnt no oue statement cau 
be made to fit them all.; They are 
widely scattered and have lived tinder 
differing conditions which have di- 
versely affected their habits, ideas and 
character, says the Now York Sun. 
Thus while their fraternal feeling is 
strong and they are closely allied in po- 
litical sentiment, the Boers of various 
parts of South Africa differ much from 
one another. 


The only Boers who seem fully to 


have maintained the primitive sim- 
plicity and narrowness of view of their 
fathers are the farmers of the middle 
veldt in the South African Republic. 
They live In the region bet-ween the 
latitude of Pretoria aud the tropic of 
Capricorn. They are isolated on their 
vast farms, many of which embrace 
6.000 acres of grazing lands. They sel- 
dom see strangers and leave their 
farms only four times a year to visit 
the nearest market town and attend 
the "nachtmaal" or religious festival. 
Many of them cannot read, and those 
who are not illiterate read only tbe 
Bible. 


The farmers of the high veldt, bc- 


tvreen Pretoria and the southern bor- 
der, on the other hand, see much of tlie 
uitlanders in tbe mining to-wus and vis- 
it tbe railroad towns and the capital, 
•which in spirit and appearance have 
been completely transformed in the 
past 15 years. They raise sheep and 
horses, while cattle are the mainstay 
of their friends in tbe north, and they 
have gone largely Into market garden- 
ing, which is unknown io the north. 
They Have learned a good deal of the 
•world, while the farmers of tbe middle 
veldt arc what their fathers were and 
little more. 


There is a great difference between 


these cattle raisers of the Transvaal 
and the Boers of Cape Colony. Tbe 
latter have been politicians for two

licans did not expect to succeed, and 
Davis had no great difficulty ia cap- 
turing the nomination. 


The ensuing campaign was a bitter 


one. and there were frequent riots. He 
was elected, to the surprise of every- 
body, Including himself. He inaugu- 
rated an aggressive policy. But Davis 
did not succeed in making himself pop- 
ular. He was young, with all the ar- 
rogance of 'routls aad the older heads 
In his party shook over his doings. 


Davis' reputation as an orator bad 


attracted the attention of the Repub- 
lican campaign managers, to whom he 
was recommended by Colonel Kerens. 
They engaged-him to stump Missouri 
for McKlDiey.

directed shell. How we cheered! Then 
the RoiTK dodged ulonjr the ridge, try- 
Ing to drag their "L«ng Tom," but t.!u> 
naval gunners followed them, plantinj; 
their shells with deadly precision. Our 
puns worked with almost ceaseless 
roar while we watched nnd cheered 
every shot. 


Suddenly t'no dazzling sun was o!> 


*>eur«d by heavy black clouds, which 
broke lixwe in a tremendous thunder- 
storm. 
Torrents of rain, volleys of 


thunder and vivid lightning broke over 
the whole region, checking the opera- 
tion <tt our guns. Half aii hour later 
the storm passed and our navy guns 
broke out again, sweeping the rid^c- 
between Bulwane and Cicsar*s camp, 
where the Boers were still struggling 
with thelr,"I>ong Toms." 


By this time our cavalry scouts 


brought la the news that the Boers 
were in full retreat lit all directions. 
Buller also beliosrnphed the news, 
with the first Rlhit of sunlight after 
the storm, thnt they were retreating 
north aloui; the Colenso road, .passing 
behind Bulwaiic, where great numbers 
of wagons wcru seen, some conveying 
their cannon. LOHE columns were also 
visible on the other Bide or the town. 
moving rapidly over the plain toward 
the Dralcenbei'K passes as the after- 
noon waned. 


Then we knew we were free at last. 


Bnt wait a moment! A cry comes from 
CiL-sar's camp—"Cavalry is 
coining 


from the south!" 


Is it friend or foe? 
At once the town is in a terrific hub- 


bub. 
Troops hastily gather; guns 


traiu to fight till the last man drops. 
if it provt-s to be the enemy. It is an 
anxious ten minutes. 


As the column gallops nearer over 


the flats straight toward the fort at 
Cassar's hill every ficldglass is strain- 
ed to make them out. They reach the 
river. 
Our guns are ready, infantry 


and cavalry waiting too. They plunge 
into the river, and in a couple of min- 
utes are up the bank on this side. 
No-w we see the Uhaki. They are ours! 
Saved at last, thank God! 


Out of the trenches, over the plain 


we rush, soldiers, sailors, correspond- 
ents, citizens, women and children, to 
welcome our deliverers. Cheering, cry- 
ing, waving their 
hats, grms nnd 


swords, oa came tho men in khaki, 
gailoplng thoir foaming horses at full 
speed. On Uwy rush toward us, cov- 
ered with dust and tired with their 
dashing ride, hut the hoofs of their 
horses beat the plain like a reveille of 
victory. 


The Xata! carbineers are In the lead, 


with JiJajor Goitgh at their head; next 
some Natal' mounted police. They are 
only SOO. but they seemed thousar.-S to 
us. They slackened the pace ot their 
tired horses, while crowds of the be- 
sieged ran alongside, cheering, slialcins 
bands indiscriminately a4id singing. 
Thus the motley procession marched 
Into town. On the way Itajor Gotigh 
told us he had been scouting ahead of 
Buller's army, and, finding no opposi- 
tion, they made a. dash toward Lndy- 
gciith and had come through without 
getting a single shot, 


in the raair. street General VFhlte 


au<l staff awaited the approach ot the 
cheering crowd v/hlch led the horses ot 
the rescuers i>y t!ie hridles to where 
the -brnvc. general stood. Gpngh and 
MeKei)4o jumped out of their saddlci 


ami (saluted and then wrung the hands 
of 'White. Iluuter aud others of the 
BUilf. while the tliioutt cheered itself 
hoarse. White raised Ms hand, implor- 
ed silence and made a brief speech lu a 
vcico full of emotion, fie thaul.ed all 
tu Ladysmitl), civilians as v.'ull as mil- 
itiu-y, for the fortitude they had dis- 
played duriug the prolonged siege: also 
fcr the support afforded liiiu lu boar- 
lug: their privations without a murmur, 
never thinking of'surreuder. 


Then; with :i touch of that humor 


which has often served to. keep up our 
spirits, \Vliite added that he had beeii 
obliged to cut down our rations in the 
past, but he promised not to do so any- 
more. 
Theu. raising his ha.t iu his 


hand, the general called for three 
cheers for the queen, and the lungs of 
all Ladys-imth roared three as heartfelt 
cheers lor her gracious majesty as ever 
Britons uttered. Theu 
wu cheered 


Wales. Bnller. \Vhite. l^ady White, the 
garrison, not forgetting the sick and 
woutitled ia our rejoicing. During all 
this brave White, worn aad weary 
with days and nlirhts of ceaseless vig- 
ilance, joined with us. When h<; spylie. 
he was cinch moved by eniotiiiu. and. 
though there wns a smile oa his face, 
his voice was broken, aud'tears glisten- 
ed'iu his eyes as we gave him cheer 
after chosv. Then, following his lead, 
with every head uncovered, we sansr 
"G(iu Save- the Qu->eu." To close the 
festivities we sang "He's a Jolly Good 
Fellow." to which \Vhite laughingly 
aeknawlfid.sed his thanks. 


It was thou 7'o'clock in the evening. 


The sky was rapidly overcast, and an- 
other thunderstorm, with terrific rain, 
broke, lasting half the night, la the 
midst of this Lord Dimdonald. with a 
large force of cavalry, entered the 
town. 


The whole night was passed in re- 


joicing. Our limited stores w«ro open- 
ed freely, and we ate our fill, while 
our rescuers divided flasks am! tobac- 
co generously. • The retreating Boers 
must have suffered much during that 
terrible night, dragging thoir gnus and 
wsigons toward the mountain passes. 


Early on Thursday morning 4.000 


men of all arms started in pursuit to 
the northward.

a fact, as it seems to be. is astonishing: 
second, it was very foolish, and. third, 
it \vouid be a very unfortunate and 
dangerous thinp to popularize sucb ex- 
periments. 
Now. as to whether ihe 


gentleman in question actually did go 
iJU days without latins nourishment of 
any .sort is a matter I will nqt discuss. 
If he were a professional faster, 1 
would hardly hesitate to say his claim 
was fraudulent, for I am fully con- 
vinced that all the professional fasters 
are frauds. 
They are simply adept 


sleight of hand men. They work out 
some adroit trick by which they may 
get nourishment into their systems in 
spite of the always more or le.ss negli- 
gent or unsuspicious watchers and 
then advertise a 40 or 60 days' 'fast.' 
There are scores of ways, by uutriiive 
tablets, by albuminoids in the water 
they drink and by many other devices, 
by which they may easily deceive the 
watchers. 
They simply don't fast: 


they get on with a !isi:itt-d anionul of 
nourishment. 
Tb:it's all. Take the 


case of Ann. of Tuthlll, in England. 
She had 'fasted' a {treat number of 
df.vs. 
Her fame went abroad In the 


kind. 
Scientific men were interested. 


They were also skeptical. But ihe re- 
ports of Ann's euiitimu-d fast l:t-pt 
oorulas in. At la?t. definitely f» settle 
the ii>:itu-r, a watch so sharp, so uure- 
Ipntiujr. «rns kept upon the woman that 
at the end of the tenth day she col- 
lapsed. She wns thought to be dying. 
but they restored her. .-ml theu she 
confessed the fraud—told the trick by 
which she frot her nourishment. 


"Now. mini! you, 1 don't My this 


Mount Vernou case is anything of this 
sort. 1 only say that if it is true it Is 
taost astounding. It is la Rat contradic- 
tion of all the aiUhorltit-t on the sub- 
ject of a human being's ability to do 
without food. The extreme limit of all 
well authenticated cases of total absti- 
nence from nourishment is from nine 
to ten days. Imprisoned miners have 
.been known to go that time and sur- 
vive. From nine to ten days—that Is 
the extreme limit of any case thnt is 
beyond any question of doubt. Vet Mr. 
Kathbun is snid to have gone 30 days 
and to have been about town and about 
his work every day. It is astounding. 


"But at all events it was a very fool- 


ish tiliris for Mr. Uathbnn to do. About 
thnt there can be no manner of doubt. 
What will be the future effect upou 
him, 
upon his heart action, upon his 


impoverished blood, upon his nervous 
system, upon his organs of nutrition. 
necessarily paralyzed 'for days? These 
are grave questions, the answers to 
which may bo-unpleasant to Mr. Rath- 
bun ns they reveal themselves to him 
iu the future. 


"\Vhc-u I say that the extreme limit 


of abstinence from 
nourishment in 


clearly authenticated cases is from 
nine to ten days, you must not Ret the 
Impression that all persons can last 
that long. It Is a question of environ- 
ment, of mental condition—whether 
buoyed by hope or stimulated by ambi- 
tion >to do a great feat—and above all, 
of course, of the physical condition of 
the faster. Without food the body ab- 
sorbs Its own tissues. Mr. Rathbun. 1 
am told, was a very heavy man. with a 
superabundance of tissue. Naturally he 
could go longer without nourishment 
than a weak, attenuated, thin blooded 
man. 
And then I can imagine that he 


may have been buoyed up from day to 
day and from hour to hour by the am- 
bition to go yet another hour and yet 
another day. That might stimulate 
him to endurance, just as the sound of 
the rescuers working above their heads 
and the constant hourly hope of escape 
buoyed up the imprisoned miners. But 
the miners rested Inert, using up none 
of their wasting tissues In exertion, 
and even they were all but done for at 
the end of ten days, i'et Mr. Kathbun 
wns exercising daily and about bis 
nsttnl avocations, and 
he abstained 


from food for SO days! Weil, It's re- 
aiarkable! 


"l.iit I sincerely hope Mr. Rathbtm 


will have no Imitators. It would he a 
very unfortunate thing, fraught with 
grave possibilities, it' the newspaper 
tti-cntints of his reduction in weight 
r.nd 
general improvement In health 


were to move others to follow his ex- 
nuttile. 
.Many persons would be Injur- 


ed for life, physically wrecked nnd per- 
haps actually killed If they conscien- 
Uoiwly did the fifth part of what he Is 
snid to have done. 
Let us earnestly 


hope there will be no antifnt starvation 
fad inaugurated. 
And right here it 


may be said that there Is a great deal 
of exaggeration in the sweeping state- 
ments made about r*°PIe eating too 
much. If a man sleeps well, goes about 
his business in a. cheerful frame of 
mind and does not get whnt Is caUsd 
'ont. of sorts,' ho may be pretty sure he 
is not eating too much, even though be 
cat a good deal. : My 
• observation Is 


that the average man wbo works and 
'gets-iT proper amount of exercise does 
not eat too uiucb."
